No 
where else in the country do you 
find such extravagant celebrations 
duiing this season. The town is 
an open resort to people from all 
c\tr *he w rid. and everywhere 
you turn you're sure tr find some 
sort cf excitement. 

There are numerous Krews 
which rganize Mardi Gras and 
all the Krev.' have parade* duiing 
the week of Mardi Gras. The 
night parades are *he most color- 
ful of the festivities. Colored men 
cairying flambeaux, and lighted 
'i h H the pai : de • .. - 
down the streets of New Orleans. 
High school and college bands 
licm all ever the country come to 
New Orleans to participate in the 
parades. 

Maidi Gras arrives and every ue 
in the city is in masks and cos- 
tumes. Mask- are worn from sun- 
tip to sunset in all places. Lately, 
however, because cf the expense, 
the c-c.stunies have been fading.

The expense of 
being in one of the two major 
Krews runs around four to five 
thousand dollars a year per per- 
se n. The costumes that are used by 
the Krews cost about three to 
four hundred dollars. 

The final climax ol Mardi Gras 
c r ir.es on Fat Tuesday with the 
parades and the gala evening ball. 
Rex. the largest Krew. has til- bia 
parade on Mardi Gras. Tin- , ...toe 
starts at ten o'clock in tht nicrn- 
iiig and is over around L30 in tilt- 
afternoon. The people of N't w Or- 
leans also join in this parade. They 
decorate semi-trailer truck-- and 
follow behind tlm bia parade Sou- 
venirs and trinkets are tossed to 
the crowd from the people on the 
floats, and everywhere you lo -k 
yt u see people madly .-crumbling 
for these meager possesions. The 
parade finally ends around 3:30 
p.m. and it is estimated that ap- 
proximately four to five hundred 
thousand people view this spec- 
tacle. 

Alter the parades are over, every- 
one gees to parties to await the 
parade of Cornu- which is in the 
evening. This parade ends with 
the splendid Mardi Gras ball 
which the two Krews. Rt x and 
Comus go to. 

The ball is the most lavish of 
the celebrations. It is strictly by 
invitation that anyone is allowed 
into the ball. Rex and Comu- are 
the honored quests at the affair, 
however, other Krews are per- 
mitted to come. The danct is held 
at Municipal Auditorium and the 
auditorium is divided into two 
sections for the two Krew-. Par- 
ticipants and guests dance and 
drink the rest oi the night away. 
Souvenirs are given to many ol the 
ladies at the dance. These small 
tt kens run into many dollars as 
various members of the Krew- 
try to outdo one another. 

At midnight the two Krews 
come to the center of the audi- 
torium, and the king and queen 
are presented to the people pres- 
ent. Then the heads of the two 
Krews make a toast and all the 
activities cease. The festivities are 
over fur another year, but the 
preparations are ju-t beginning 
io 'he Kews and planning for 
even more extravagant celebra- 
tions for the next Mardi Gras. 
When the celebrating is over the 
fa.-ting and penance begin.

1 was among the several thousand 
who attended the I eonard Bernstein 
Cala on Friday night. I was also 
among the same several thousand w ho 
were plagued once again by an ever- 
growing problem here at l k. The 
problem occurs every time the Coli- 
seum is used tor other than athletics 
— (its intended use. 1 believe.) In- 
stead ot providing new buildings for 
this and that department to expand, 
why not provide a facility that we 
don t have at all tor a change: an 
auditorium seating from 5-10.000. 

The Kentucky Concert and Lec- 
ture Series, to sight a prime example, 
is spoiled if not completely ruined 
every time a program is presented. 
Taking Friday night as an example: 

1 ) The largeness ol the building 
coupled with the inadequate place- 
ment of microphones anti poor hand- 
ling caused portions of the program 
to be inaudible. Other portions were 
rendered unintelligible because the 
microphones had not been balanced 
for placement or output. 

2) The size of the building made 
for improper heating, or to he* fair 
about it— a constant draft. 

3) Again the students were rele- 
gated to sitting on benches without 
any backs to them, w hile chairs on the 
other side of the Coliseum were left 
vacant because the “paying custom- 
ers didn’t need them. (It escapes me 
why these benches were installed in 
the first place.) 

1) The lights on the concourse at 
the hack of the Coliseum remained 
on during the entire performance. It 
was both annoying and distracting. 

I have often wondered why the 
audit net makes a break for the doors 



even before a performance has fin- 
ished. Si mu may he try ing to get to 
their cars first, others may he dis- 
courteous; 1 would say that most of 
them can t stand any one or all of 
the factors I have just outlined. 

Tin University is a constantly 
growing institution, hut it is sort ly 
lacking a facility which, it provided, 
would 1 Lag the student body to- 
gether with nii u spirit of unity than 
any sporting event ever provided, 
Graduation would seem less 1 ik« an 
exhibition and more like the cere- 
mony it re; illy is.

Something should and must he done 
I am just surprised that the subject 
has not been brought up before this.
